Hat it being now evident to the conviction of the Nation, how unhu- 

mane]y as well as unchriſtianly the deceaſt Alexander Mcdonald of Glen- 
coe, the deceaſt Fohn Mcdonald of Achatrichatan , and roo many more ot your 
Petitioner's untortunate Family were murdered and butchered in Febraery 1692, 
againſt the Laws of nature and Nations, the Laws of hoſpitality, and the pub- 
lick Faith, By a band of men quartered amongſt them, and pretending Peace, 
they perpetrated the groſleſt cruelty under the colour of His Majeſties aurhori- 
ty. And ſeing the evidence taken by the Lords, and other membe1s of 
the Commisfion, which His Majeſty was moſt graciouſly plealed to grant tor 
enquiring into that affair, hath cleared to the Parliament, That after com- 
mitring of the foreſaid Maſſacre, the poor Petitioners were moſt ravenouſly 
plundered of all that was neceſlary for the ſuſtencation ot their lives, and be- 
ſides, all their Clothes, Money, Houſes, & Pleniſhing, all burned deſtroyed or 
taken away, that the Soldiers did Drive no fewer than five hundred Horſes, 
fourteen or fifteen hundred Cows, and many more Sheep and Goats 3 And 
that it is a proper occaſion for His Majeſty, and the Eſtat:s Aſſembled in Par. 
kament ro givea full Vindication of their Juſtice, & freeing the Publick from 
the leaſt Imputaticn wi ich may be caſt thereon 'by Foraign Enemies on the ac- 
count of ſo unexampled anAttion, and that itis worthy ot that Hoogur and Ju- 
Rice which His Majeſtie and the Eſtates have been pleaſed to ſhevy to the 
World vvith relation to that Afﬀaiir, to relieve the neceficy of the 
Petitioners, and to ſave them and their expoſed Widovys and Orphans trom 
Starving,andal the miſerys of the extreameſt Poverty to vyhich they are 1n- 
evitably lyable ; unleſs His Majeſty and the Eſtates provide them -a Ke- 
medy, 


It is therefore Humbly begged, that Your Grace, and the Eſtates 
vyould from the Principles of Commileration to Your Petitioners 
ſad Circumſtances, as vvell as that of Honour and Juſtice, Urdain 
ſuch Reiiet and Redre(s co Your Petitioners as in Your Wiſdoms 
ſhall be tound moſt fir, And Your Petitioners ſhall ever Pray.
